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Neighbors say 


soccer fields 
are too noisy

A small group of Upland residents 
is upset with lack of progress 
toward reducing light and noise 
from neighboring soccer fields on 
11th Street. 

Six residents approached the 
city’s recreation committee Tues- 
day night to express their concerns 
and seek assurances of future action 
on a planned buffer zone between 
their homes and the soccer fields on 
the north side of 11th west of 
Silverwood Avenue. 

Concern focused on the yet-to-be 
developed buffer zone, 75 feet: by 800 
feet, that is intended to separate 
homes on Waverly and Crofton 
courts from six soccer fields to the 
west. 

Don Carlson, a resident of Waver- 
ly Court, cited the residents’ invest- 
ment in their homes, where most 
said they have been living about 15 
years, and contended that. without 
the buffer zone the fields are in- 
fringing on residents’ privacy. 

Francis Williams of Crofton Court 
said, ‘“You don’t expect the noise to 
drive you indoors.” 

He added that neither drapes nor 
bamboo shades keep the field lights 
for night soccer from shining into 
his living and dining rooms. 

Recreation Director Larry Thorn- 
burg said a city agreement with the 
American Youth Soccer Organiza- 
tion (AYSO) set this July 1 as the 
deadline for completing the buffer 
zone. 


The council could cancel the 
agreement and use of the fields for 
failure to live up to the terms, but 
this severe step received no com- 
mittee support Tuesday night. 


And Carlson conceded, ‘‘The 
soccer fields are not going to go 
away.” 

Carl Sawtell, regional com- 
missioner of AYSO, said the 
organization faced the same 
problem confronting most volunteer 
groups — lack of money. 

Previous estimates have put the 


cost of landscaping three sides of 
the fields at about $18,000, he said, 
adding. AYSO has already invested 
some $140,000 in the fields. 


Residents expressed concern that 
plans contemplating use of one- 
gallon trees did not match a drawing 
reviewed two years ago and that the 
plants would not provide an ade- 
quate buffer. 


However, Sawtell noted that in 
Montclair, where he serves as city 
engineer, one-gallon eucalyptus 
trees have grown to heights ranging 
from 25 to 30 feet in two years. 


Carlson and ‘another resident of. 
Waverly, Jerold Nerney, strongly 
suggested a block wall about eight 
feet high would provide a better 
solution. 


However, the consensus of the 
committee was to stay with the 
plantings. 


Thornburg credited AYSO with 
attempting to minimize the impact 
of the. field lights by their position- 
ing and their aim on the playing 
fields. Sawtell said the group is ac- 
ting in good faith. 


Several committee members 
noted the organization has per- 
formed a community service by 
providing fields for 2,000 youths to 
play soccer. However, members 
also suggested a new deadline is 


needed for the buffer zone. 


The soccer season ends in mid- 
December with playoffs continuing, 
but with reduced use of the fields, 
into. January. Thornburg said he 
would meet with AYSO about a. 
schedule for plantings with the aim 
of getting the buffer zone well under 
way before next season. 


Sawtell noted the landscaping is 
AYSO’s next priority and that a 
fund-raising bikeathon is scheduled 
Dec. 2.

school overcrowding main concern

Overcrowding in north Upland 
schools is the main concern in the 
Upland School District trustees race 
in which two four-year positions are 
being sought by nine candidates. 

The candidates are Jeanne M 
Brown, Donna Vandersall, Judith 
M. Stillwell,Vicky L. Argyle, Lynn 
H. Eppey. Jay R. Thrasher, Barry 
Brandt, Don Cataldo and Rick 
Minnis 

Both Minnis and Brandt were 
endorsed by the Upland Teachers’ 
Association following a candidate's 
forum. 

The following candidates gave 
their views on overcrowding and 
general statements as to their 
philosophy. 

— Jeanne M. Brown. A 58-year-old 
parent and retired probation officer, 
Brown said the district is not in a 
position to build new schools. She 
said she would have to listen to 
feelings on the subject from all 
involved before making a decision. 


This was the largest group so 
honored in the hospital’s history, 
and some employees were cited for 
up to 20, 25 and 30 years of service. 
The awardees represent about 12 
percent of the hospital’s entire 
work force, a tribute in itself to the 
dedicated service and long-standing 
employment of the people who make 
the hospital the special place it is. 


“IT think most of us share the 
feeling that our greatest reward 
from working here is the knowledge 
of our service to our fellowman — at 
a time when skill, understanding 
and help are needed most. And, so, 
these awards and tokens of 
appreciation come not only from a 
grateful institution but also 
represent the gratitude of thousands 
of patients,’’ John Towers, 
administrator, said as he introduced 
the evening’s program. 

D. Mark Rankin, assistant 
administrator, served as master of 
ceremonies for the evening and 
retraced many years of the 
hospital’s history as part of the 
program. 

Mrs. Boggess, R.N., is head nurse 
of the mental health unit of the 
hospital. In presenting the award to 
her, Towers said, ‘‘The employee of 
the year is an outstanding person 
who has made a unique contribution 
to this hospital and has played an 
important role in promoting 
excellent community relations for a 
unique program in which our 
candidate has worked. 

‘‘Our awardee has worked 
diligently. and faithfully for the 
hospital for 22 years. She has set a 
tone and example by her quiet, 
dignified, professional manner that 
has brought credit to the hospital,” 
he concluded. 

The recipient expressed her 
thanks in this way, ‘‘To all my 
friends and fellow employees at San 
Antonio Community Hospital. I 
want to thank you for honoring me 
with the Craig Award. I was truly 
very surprised and speechless. 
Words cannot express how deep my 
gratitude is for such a superb honor. 
It was more than I ever dreamed 
was possible. My hearthfelt thanks 
to everyone at our hospital.” 
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“Our public schodls are drowning 
in inefficiency,’’ Brown said. 

Brown’s desire to serve on the 
board comes from wanting to 
tighten curriculum requirements, 
improve scholastic achievement 
and reduce the level and cost of 
administrative personnel, she said. 

— Donna Vandersall. she is a 
homemaker who says she feels that 
it is again time to study the problem 
of crowded Upland schools, since ’ 
the last study was done three years 
ago 

“T want our children to stay 
in neighborhood schools,’’ 
Vandersall said. She feels that the 
reason Upland students get such 
high ratings is due in part to the 
neighborhood school system. 

Vandersall is active in area PTA 
functions. 

— Judith M. Stillwell. A Chaffey 
College student and parent, Stillwell 
said her candidacy was prompted by 
the desire to be active in the policy 
making of the school board. 

Stillwell says the student is the 
primary concern, she supports 
perfecting basic skills and she 
believes in the neighborhood schools 
concept. 

— Vicky L. Argyle. Argyle said at 
a recent candidate’s forum that she 
has no clear solution to the problem 
of crowded schools. 

The housewife and mother of five 
said the climate is not right for the 
building of new schools and she is in 
favor of children going to the school 
closest to their home, or, at the 
least, the second closest. 

Argyle said she is seeking the seat 
because of ‘‘my personal knowledge 
of the value of a sound fundamental 
education. ‘ 

— Lynn H. Eppey. Eppey said he 
would probably be in favor of 
boundary changes to eliminate 
crowded conditions. 

Eppey is a businessman. 

— Jay R. Thrasher. Thrasher was 
unable to give any immediate 
solutions to overcrowding.

The 45-year-old Brandt predicted 
“we're going to have to move people 
around” to solve overcrowding. 
Brandt. said a previous boundary 
study really got people concerned, 
but setting new boundaries is the 
only solution he can see. 

To build new schools in north 
Upland to handle the present 
overcrowding would not be 
economical since many schools in 
south Upland are not being used to 
their capacity, he said. 

Although Upland schools have a 
good reputation, the district needs 
to continue to improve, Brandt said. 

— Don Cataldo. Cataldo could not 
be reached for comment on school 


overcrowding. 


But the parent and educator did. 
say that his combination of parental” 


nd professional experience as an. 
educator are two important 
qualifications for a school board 
member. : 

“My most important philosophy 
toward education is that every 
student receive the most 
appropriate education possible to 
fulfill the student’s potential and 
produce a productive, capable and 
functioning member of society,” 
Cataldo said. 

— Rick Minnis. A businessman 
and former teacher in Upland, the 
32-year-old Minnis feels his 
background would be ‘a great 
asset”’ to the district. 

Minnis said any move to change 
boundaries in the Upland School 
District would have to be preceded 
by communication between. all 
students, parents, teachers and staff 
involved. 

Among his’ educational 
achievements, Minnis said he had 
active roles in developing 
elementary curriculum and 
mediating employee-employer 
relationships. 


Local craft designer. 
creates dolls, animals

The needlepoint purse made by a 
craft enthusiast, or the fabric doll 
for a little girl made by a mother 
could have been designed by Liz 
Bauman of Upland. 

Ms. Bauman has been creating 
patterns for innumerable craft 
items since childhood, but said, ‘‘It 
was discovered by Better Homes 
and Gardens 14 years ago.” 

Since that time, her patterns for 
stitchery, dolls, animals, Christmas 
decorations, needlepoint purses and 
pillows and many other crafty 
things have been published in 
several magazines. 

The papiermache candleholders 
she designed from cans, paper cups 
and jars were on the cover of the 
1969 Christmas Better Homes and 
Gardens. 

“Those candleholders were the 
most popular craft the magazine 


has ever had,’’ Ms. Bauman sail. . 


“They were featured again in the 
1970 holiday magazine.” 

Another Christmas design 
featured in the popular 
homemakers’ magazine was a 
Christmas tree made with bright 
colored yarns glued to cardboard. 
Ms. Bauman also has made designs 
for Christmas tree ornaments. 

Liz Bauman said she came from 
‘fa family of artists.’’ She was rais- 
ed in Pasadena and studied art as a 
youngster at the Pasadena Art 
Institute. She continued her art and 
craft interests through high school 
and college. 

For five years, she had a craft 
shop in Pasadena and was selling 
her patterns in the wholesale 
market to 100 shops in California, 
New York, Arizona and Texas. One 
of her specialities was needlepoint 
designs on handpainted canvases. 

Over the years, Ms. Bauman said 
she has been designing for Hazel 
Pearson ‘Handicrafts. Her fabric 
dolls and animals, especially, have 
been featured in ‘‘how-to books” 
published by Pearson. 

When her designs became highly 
popular and she was dealing with 
magazines and the wholesaling, she 
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was amazed. 

“Tm nobody is what I told the 
magazine craft talent scout,’’ she 
said, ‘I’m just little housewife 
me.” But the things she designed 
were not only featured in Better 
Homes and Gardens and Pearson 
magazines, but in Family Circle 
(cover) and Good Housekeeping. * 

But Liz Bauman, the mother of 
three daughters, said, “I grew too. 
fast — I didn’t go into it gradually.’” 
She closed the shop four years ago 
and came to Upland ‘‘to move into 
other things.” 

Again Liz Bauman’s talents were 
discovered. Mark Shipley of the 
Gallery Theater, Ontario, asked her 
to design costumes for ‘“‘Hello, 
Dolly.’’ Ms. Bauman did the design- 
ing and cut the material for chorus 
members so they could make their 
own costumes. She hand-sewed 
‘“‘Dolly’s’”’ costume. 

Shipley also talked her into , 
designing costumes for ‘‘West Side 
Story,” and she made the costumes 
for the two leading women of the 
show. ¥ 

Ms. Bauman is still designing for, 
the Pearson magazines and. 
‘seeking’ new compames to sell 
her designs. = 

The artist said she has no favorite 
craft — ‘I enjoy them all and I like: 
variety,” she said. ‘‘I have a tenden; 
cy to get bored so I have to fo 
myself to stay with an salgnment 
— ideas are going on in my head i 
another area.”’ < 


Ms. Bauman said there are more 
exciting crafts on the market than 
ever. ‘‘Editors (of craft magazines) 
say the best designs and crafts come: 
out of Southern California. i 


“There’s a craft for everyone,” 
she said. 

For a change of pace, Ms. 
Bauman is turning her talents in 
another direction. She has taken a- 
role in the play, ‘‘Our Town,’’ at The 
Little Theater in Ontario. ‘I’m one 
of the women in the audience and 
one of the dead women,” she said. 

“Pm not into it yet and feel bit 
strained, but it’s something 
different — and creative.”

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Problems beset special ed program

A state-funded program 
that has coordinated special 
education classes in the 
West End for less than two 
months is already being af- 
fected by staffing and legis- 
lative problems. 

These problems may lead 
to decreased services un- 
less they’re solved quickly, 
said Administrator Con 
Leatherman, speaking 
Wednesday te the commu- 
nity advisory committee of 
the West End Master Plan 
Consortium. 


Most serious of all prob- 
lems facing the consortium, 
according to Leatherman, 
is the difficulty in finding 
properly trained speech 
therapists, resource spe 
cialists and classroom 
aides. 

“No child is going with- 
out a class or a service that 
I’m aware of,’’ Leatherman 
said, ‘“‘but we’re having to 
spread our people out fur- 
ther than we’d like to.”’

ALHS students vie 
for scholarships 


Alta Loma High School students are currently 
readying their applications for the Scholars in the Arts, a 
program for the recognition of artistically gifted 
secondary school students. 

Funding has come from the United States Office of 
Education, so that the Educational Testing Service is 
offering Scholarship in the Arts, a national model 
program for the identification of graduating high school 
seniors who have demonstrated outstanding 
accomplishments in visual arts, music, dance, theater, 
and writing. The program will provide a pool of potential 
candidates who will be further considered by the 
Commission on Presidental Scholars for selection as 1980 
Presidental Scholars in the Arts. 

The Presidentail Scholars Program, established by 
executive order in 1964, honors the nation’s most 
accomplished graduating high school seniors. Each year, 
these Scholars are invited to Washington to receive the 
Presidential Scholars Medallion. There are no federal 
monetary awards to Scholars, although many 
outstanding students receive special scholarships and 
other awards through state and community 
organizations and through private-sector organizations. 

Eligible candidates for the Scholars in the Arts 
Program must expect to receive a high school diploma 
during the school year 1979-80, reside in the United 
States, and compleie a program application. 

The application will require candidates to submit 
evidence of outstanding achievement in one or more 
areas of the arts, including: a narrative statement of the 
nature and extent of the student’s participation in the 
arts; external evidence of accomplishment in the arts, 
such as published reviews of the student’s work, 
catalogues, articles in the public press, or programs of 
performances; supporting testimony by a teacher or 
other professional in the appropriate field of art who is 
familiar with the applicant’s work; and the submission 
of a sample of art produced by the applicant. 

ALHS students can see Bill Vermilya, counselor for 
information about applications. Deadline for submitting 
them is Dec. 16.

Solutions are already 
planned, though. ‘‘We want 
to go on an organized re- 
cruiting campaign as soon 
as possible to get qualified 
people to staff the consorti- 
um,” he said. 

In a related staffing mat- 
ter, the consortium is now 
exploring ways to adjust the 
number of hours teacher 
aides serve classes, Lea- 
therman said. 

The purpose in adjusting 
hours is ‘‘so all children in 
the consortium get the 
same level of service, no 
matter what program 
they’re in or what class 
they attend,’’ he said. 

Rather than assigning 
each aide a specific number 
of hours, the consortium 
will instead try to deter- 
mine how many hours 
should in generai be de- 
voted to special education 
classes, Leatherman said. 

This would allow individ- 
ual school districts to deter- 
mine how to staff their own 
classes. It would also allow 
them to use more than one 
aide to serve a class.

Individuals 18 years or older 
should consider being tested for 
Tay-Sachs. One out of every 200 per- 
sons is a carrier of the Tay-Sachs 
gene. The Jewish population has an 
even higher carrier rate of one per 
27 persons. 

The blood testing is one facet of 
the California Tay-Sachs Disease 
Prevention Program which 
attempts to identify and counsel 
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selectively and safely have 


unaffected children.

Composting is an efficient and inexpensive means of 
conditioning and fertilizing garden soil by making use of 
decayed garden and kitchen refuse. Since the soil around 
most Southern California homes needs to be improved 
before planting a garden, knowing how to make a com- 
post pile from grass cuttings, leaves, vegetable tops and 
the like, can prove of great value. 

Today’s home gardeners are particularly interested in 
composting as a means of conditioning soil because the

“organic’’ compost pile produces better crops than the 
straight application of chemicals, but there is no doubt it 
is cheaper.

Prop. 2 would change state’s

SACRAMENTO — In an 
era of double-digit inflation, 
when mortgages in some 
‘parts of the nation are 
bringing lenders 12 percent 
or more interest, when 
revolving credit accounts 
may be netting as much as 
18 percent a year, and when 
some California lenders 
already are exempt from 
interest limitations, isn’t 
California’s usury law 
limiting lenders to 10 
percent a bit out of date? 

Proponents of Proposition 
2 on the special California 
election ballot Nov. 6 argue 
that it is. Placed on the 
ballot by the Legislature 
with votes of 33-0 in the 
‘Senate and 73-5 in the 
Assembly, it would remove 
‘the inflexible limitation on 
loan interest while — its 
“proponents point out — 
“‘retaining the present 
provisions enabling a 
“<ontrol by law on the 
maximum rate per annum 
and on fees or other 
compensations.” 

The legislative analyst 
points out that California’s 
Constitution governing 
usury specifically exempts 
‘Savings and loan 
associations, state and 
national banks, industrial 
loan companies, credit 
unions, pawnbrokers, 
personal property brokers 
and agricultural 
cooperatives from the 
present 10 percent 
limitation. 

The proposition, he 
pointed out, would make 
these changes in existing 

? law-limiting interest: 

— Under existing law, 
loans made or arranged by 
any person licensed as a 
real estate broker in 
California and secured in 
whole or in part by liens on 
real property are subject to 
a 10 percent interest rate 
ceiling. Such loans 
commonly are made by 
mortgage brokers and 
mortgage bankers. Under 
Proposition 2, such loans 
would be exempt from such 
limitation. 


— Under existing law, 
lenders not specifically 
exempted by the 
constitution, such as 
‘insurance companies and 
private individuals, are 
subject to the 10 percent 
ceiling. Proposition 2 would 
retain the 10 percent ceiling 

*-on loans made by these 
' lenders for ‘‘personal, 
family or household 
purposes.’’ However, if

other purposes, such as the 
purchase, construction or 
improvement of real 
property, or financing 
business activity, they 
would become subject to a 
new ceiling. 

The new interest rate 
ceiling on these loans would 
be the higher of (a) 10 
percent per year or (b) the 
prevailing annual interest 
rate charged to member 
banks for moneys advanced 
by the Federal Reserve 
Bank of San Francisco, plus 
5 percent per year. In June 
of 1979, the interest rate 
charged by the Federal 
Reserve Bank was 9.5 
percent. Thus, the 
allowable rate on loans 
made during that month 
would have been 14.5 
percent had this measure 
been in effect. 

— The Legislature would 
be authorized to exempt any 
other class of persons from 
the restrictions on interest 
rates. Currently, 
exemptions may only be 
granted by amending the 
constitution, which requires 
a vote of the people. 

— Under the measure, a 
loan which is exempt from 
the provisions of the usury 
law at the time it is made 
would continue to be 
exempt from these 
provisions even if the loan 
is sold or transferred to 
another party.

Reacting to this common complaint, the Legislature 
enacted Senate Constitutional Amendment 60 which 
placed Proposition 3 on the special California election 
ballot Nov. 6. 

Passage of the measure would, the legislative analyst 
explained, ‘‘cause legislation enacted in 1978 to go into 
effect. This law, Chapter 1207, Statutes of 1978, would 
change the assessment ratio on property from 25 percent 
to 100 percent of full value, beginning with the 1981-82 tax

Olson, 50, is president of 
the National Nutrition 
Consortium and a professor 
of biochemistry in medicine 
at St. Louis University. , 

He eats a balanced diet of 
processed foods. 

He disdains vitamins. He 
is healthy. And he is 
outspoken. ‘‘The benefits of 
natural foods are 
overestimated and the

disadvantages of processéd 
foods are overestimated,” 
said Olson. ‘The classical 
dichotomy of natural being 
better than artificial — that 
additives are harmful — is 
not true as a general rule. 

‘People who argue that 
the vitamins are removed 
from food in processing 
never knew how many there 
were to begin with. The 
additives are a result of our 
high standard of living. 
They make it possible to 
transport our foods long 
distances. They put 
vitamins back into the

“are respected by my own 
peers, not by those who sell 
health foods.” 

Olson, a former president 
of the American Society of 
Clinical Nutrition, isn’t 
satisfied that the American 
public is eating a perfect 
diet. 

There is an excess of salt, 
he said, and more protein 
than is needed.

“That’s someone who 
eats nothing but sweets or 
one kind of food.

As for salt, Olson says 
most of us ingest twice the 
five grams considered 
necessary daily. ‘“We get 
three grams in our food 
naturally,’ he said. ‘“The 
rest comes from adding 
salt, or salt that is added in 
processing. 

“The Big Mac has been 
proven to be a nutritious 
food. 

“The only thing wrong 
with it is that it is high in 
sodium — one gram.”’

‘‘Meat-eating countries 
are the healthiest in the 
world. I don’t subscribe to 
the doom-and-gloom school 
of thought. It may get 
headlines but it ignores 
reality.”’ 

To those who insist they 
feel better by eliminating 
meat from their diet, Olson 
says: 

“It’s probably because 
they have lost weight. The 
body digests protein, 
including meat, very 
efficiently. Ninety-five 
percent goes to amino 
acids. There is no problem 
chemically.” 

Vegetarianism — the kind 
that eliminates all animal 
protein — can be hazardous 
to your health, says Olson. 

“You can wind up with a 
vitamin B-12 and a calcium 
deficiency. In Thailand and

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SACRAMENTO — More 
than 943,000 angry Calif- 
ornians signed the petition 
that put Proposition 4 on the 
special California election 
ballot Nov. 6. 

Still alarmed over soaring 
costs of government, they 
fell into line behind tax 
fighter Paul Gann in 
qualifying a ‘‘Spirit of 13” 
constitutional amendment 
that for the first time would 
put a ceiling on both state 
and local government spen- 
ding. 

Gann, one of the co- 
authors of Proposition 13 
which began the taxpayer 
revolt that swept across the 
nation last year, sees 
Proposition 4 as a vital 
follow-up to Proposition 13. 

“‘Proposition 13 began the 
job of tax reform, but the 
only lasting way to control 
taxes,’ Gann said, ‘‘is to 
control government spen- 
ding.”’ 

Briefly, Proposition 4 
would: 


— Limit the growth in ap- 
propriations made by the 
state and local govern- 
ments. rally, it would 
limit the rate of growth in 
appropriations to the 
percentage increase in the 









cost of living and the 
percentage of increase in 
the state or local 
government’s population. 

— Establish general 
requirement that state and 
local governments return to 
the taxpayers moneys 
collected or on hand that ex- 
ceed the amount ap- 
propriated for a given fiscal 
year. 

— Require the state to 

reimburse local govern- 
ments for the cost of com- 
plying with state mandates 
enacted or adopted after the 
measure’s effective date 
(July 1, 1980). State man- 
dates are requirements im- 
posed on local govern- 
ments by legislation or by 
‘executive order.

— Payments for interest 
and redemption charges on 
debt existing on or before 
Jan. 1, 1979, or payments on 
voter-approved bonded debt 
incurred after that date.

Under the measure, the

decreased accordingly. 

— Proposition 13 has 
some particularly signifi- 
cant leadership among its 
supporters. 

Joining Gann are 
Assembly Speaker Leo 
McCarthy — who a year ago 
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was one of the most out- 
spoken opponents of 
Proposition 13 — and Carol 
Hallett, Republican minori- 
ty leader in the Assembly. 

“No government should 
have an unrestricted right 
to spend taxpayers’ 
money,’’ Democratic 
leader McCarthy said. ‘‘No 
government should be sub- 
ject to fiscal discipline that 
is less than the citizens it 
represents. 

‘‘Proposition 4 is a 
thoughtfully drafted spen- 
ding limit that still provides 
for reasonable growth and 
funds to meet emergencies. 
It will not require wholesale 
cuts in necessary services. 
It will not interfere’ with 
quality education, health 
services, police and fire 
protection. It will adequate- 
ly provide for the elderly, 
the disabled, the abandoned 
children. Government will 
continue to be sensitive to 
human needs.”’ 


Proposition 4, its 


proponents point out, ‘will 
limit state and local govern- 
ment spending, refund or 
credit excess taxes back to 
the taxpayer, curb ex- 
cessive user fees by local 
government, eliminate gov- 
ernment waste by forcing 
politicians to rethink 
priorities while spending 
tax money, and will close 
the loopholes that govern- 
ment bureaucracies have 
devised to evade the intent 
of Proposition 13. 

“It also will prohibit the 
state from forcing 
programs onto local govern- 
ment without the state pay- 
ing for them. It will not pre- 
vent state and local 
governments from respon- 
ding to emergencies, either 
natural or economic. It will 
not prevent state or local 
governments from 
providing essential ser- 
vices, will not allow 
politicians to make changes 
in the law without voter ap- 
proval, and will not favor 
one group of taxpayers over 
another.”

It is not 
tax reform. It is, instead, a 
rash measure that places a 
straitjacket on government 
at the very moment when 
Californians are faced with 
an uncertain economic 
future.

Joseph Varga was ordained a 
priest on July 8, 1945, on Mt.

““My main job was to do the 
liturgy and handle the pilgrims and 
tourists. This was after World War 
II, and Gls and servicemen from all 
over were coming there for R and R 
(rest and rehabilitation),” he said. 

From there, Varga became direc- 
tor of Casa Nova in Bethelem, which 
he described as a ‘‘pilgrims’ house,”’ 
or hotel. ‘‘My job was like a hotel 
manager,’’ he said. 

When Varga tells about his 
background, the world around him 
and his interests, he expresses 
himself with great joviality and 
waving of hands and arms. He is a 
happy man who wears a broad smile 
for all. 

“Oh, I am serious in my con- 
ferences with people in my office or 
when I am speaking (from the 
pulpit),”’ he said, ‘but I manage to 
get in a few things to bring the 
smiles.” 

Continuing with his life’s story, 
the priest said after his work in the 
Holy Land, he could select ‘‘where I 
wanted to go.”

Part of the reason for the appar- 
ent rush last week was that both 
Plaster and Charles Robar, assis- 
tant superintendent of personnel, 
expected to be gone this week, ac- 
cording to Duerr. 

During last week’s board room, 
Robar said salaries of management 
personnel in the district are com- 
pared to salaries of management 
personnel in similar districts in 
Southern California. 

As an example, he said, his salary 
was no less and no more than the 
salaries paid to assistant superin- 
tendents in similar districts. 

Comparisons are conducted very 
precisely, Robar said. ‘‘Indiscrimi- 
nate comparisons would not be good 
personnel practice,”’ he said.
